Prince Danilo Directs Fight 
That Forces Enemy to Give 
Up Detchitch Mountain. 


HEAVY LOSS ON BOTH SIDES 


Armed Student Mob in Constanti- 
nople Storm Po'te, Breaks Win- 
dows and Cries for War. 


DIPLOMATISTS HOPE FOR PEACE 


| PODGORITZA, Montenegro, Oct. 10.—The 


Montenegrins have captured Detchitch moun- 
tain. The Turkish commander and officers 
with many soldiers surrendered. 

For the last thirty hours the battle bee 
tween the Montenegrin forces, under direct 
command of ‘King Nicholas, and Turkish 
troops strongiy intrenched in the hills has 
been in progréss. 

The fight began at 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning, the first shot being fired by Prince 
Peter against the Turkish position on Mount 
Planinitza. Within a-few hours the Turks 
evacuated that district. 

Strongly fortified positions were occupied 
by the Turks, however, on Detchitch moun- 
tain, which commands the road to Scutari, 
and reinforcements were brought up, which 
resulted in a general engagement, which ex- 
tended along the line for several miles. 


Crown Prince Directs Fight. 

King Nicholas remained at his headquar- 
ters at Podgoritza, while Crown Prince 
Danilo directed operations at the front. 

The Montenegrins resumed the bombard- 
ment of Detchitch at dawn and a heavy can- 
nonading was kept up until 11 o'clock in the 
morning, when the Turkish batteries on the 
mountain were silenced. 

Meanwhile a great battle was proceeding 
near the Turkish town of Tushi, about ffr- 
teen miles to the south of Podogoritza. At 4 
o'clock in the afternoon the Turkish com- 
mander on Detchitch. with his officers and 
a majority of his troops, surrendered. The 
Montenegrins captured four guns. 

The Montenegrin standarc was hoisted over 
the captured position. 

There were heavy losses on both sides, but 
the Montenegrin camp gave itself over to 
rejoicings on the first victory In the war. 

A division of Monten¢grins commanded by 
Gen. Vukotuch crossed the frontier early this 
morning near Berana. 


ALBANIAN TOWNS IN FLAMES. 
VIENNA, Oct. 10—Many Albanian v.liages

MANY CHRISTIANS ATTACKED. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BELGRADE, Oct. 10.—There are numerous 
reports of outrages by Bashi Bazouks 
against Christians. They are said to have 
attacked a monastery at Vratchevo on Oct. 
7, and many villagers who were defending it 
were killed and wounded. Three villages in 
that vicinity were burned. It is also stated 
that the Bashi Bazouks are spreading 
throughout the Serb villages and are commit- 
ting all sorts of atrocities. 


OPPOSE MACEDONIA REFORMS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Tuesday, Oct. 8—A 
violent storm of opposition hag been aroused 
by the Turkish governmment’s decision to 
grant reforms in Macedonia. 

Some 2,000 students, armed with revolvers. 
tc@ay marched to the porte clamoring for 
“War and no surrender!’ On the way they 
met the minister of war, to whom they 
shouted ‘ We want war! ”’ 

The minister replied: 
peace.”’ 

Arriving at the porte, where the ministers 
were sitting in council, the students, whose 
numbers had meantime increased to over 
5,000, broke the windows of the grand vizier- 
ate, shouting: 

‘* We will not have the treaty of Berlin!’’ 


PEACE CHAMPION ASSAILS KING. 

PARIS, Oct. 10.—A scourging letter oj 
condemnation for igniting the flame of war 
was sent today to King Nicholas of Monte- 
negro by Baron d’Estourneiies de Constant 
who was secretar) of the internationa!] com- 
mission for the celimitation of Montenegro 
in 1880 and was awarded the Nobel! prize for 
peace in 1908. 

Baron d@’Estournelles declares that the 
experiences of the delimitation commission 
proved that King Nicholas compromised 
peace for his personal! profit and glory. 

“Now again you menace the world's 
peace,” he continues. “It is excessingly 
regrettable for you and not for the enemies 
of your country. Later, they will inflict 
the punishment due to you—the punishment 
which is reserved for you by the ‘judgment 
of civilization.’ "’

LETTER INDICATES SUICIDE?

Deputy Coroner Michael P. Hartney yes- 
terday postponed the inquest over the body 
of Fred Stafford of Waukegan, who died of 
morphine poisoning on Wednesday at the 
Policlinic hospital. The witnesses heard did 
not-dispel the mystery surrounding the case. 
Detective Sergeant G. T. Scrivmer of the 
coroner’s office will conduct personal inves- 
tigation of the case at Bridgeport, IIl., where 
Stafford was found in a hotel room on Mon- 
day suffering cous hewestl ainess that caused 
his death. 

A letter was progeced. ae night by rela- 
tives. It read: 

Oct. 4, 1912. 
My Dear One: Life without you is not 
worth living. The shock I received to- 
day caused’ my heart to fail me. T have 
doubts if I:recover now. Any cheap box 
will do for me when I am gone. 


Seek Stafford’s Doctor. 

The coroner's office wishes the testimony 
of Dr. C. L. Jones, laconic Bridgeport phy- 
sician, who departed hurriedly after his pa- 
tient had died. Attorney James M. Groff 
of Bridgeport, brother-in-law of Stafford, 
asserted Dr. Jones on Tuesday morning, the 
day after Stafford had been found, told him 
Stafford was fairly well, but ‘‘might be 
delirious for two or three days as a result 
of the polsoning."’ 

Groff said he gave the doctor $100 at the 
direction of Perry King, Mrs. Stafford’s 
father, to pay the expense of bringing Staf- 
ford to a hospita$in Chicage. The deputy 
coroner could not understand why the doc- 
tor had not been-able to prevent the fate) 
consequences of the drug. 


Never Met Husband’s Relatives. 
The widow testified that in their seven 
years of married life she never had met any 
of her husband's relatives.

The songs were sung by a crowd of children 
in front of the building. Three musicians 
played as the children sang. A couple of po- 
licemen were posted at the door, but they had 
nothing to do, 

The meeting was held in the assembly room 
on the third floor. It was conducted by the 
Progressive party, whose leaders brought 
about the innovation of throwing open school 
buildings for political meetings. 


Old Style Politicians Surprised. 

It was a strange scene for those accus- 
tomed to attend the old style political meet- 
ings. On the walls were masterpieces of art 
and on all sides were mottoes, such as 
“Progress Is in a Spiral, not a Circle,” 
“Be a Good Citizen,’’ “Use Good Judg- 
ment,.”” *‘ Always Be a Gentleman,” ‘*‘ Do 
not Smoke,” “‘ Be Temperate.” 

A crowd of more than a hundred persons 
gathered to hear the speakers. There were 
in the audience old men who voted for Lin- 
coln, young men who this year will cast their 
first vote, and a number of women, who ap- 
plauded the references of the speakers to the 
Progressive party’s stand in favor of suf- 
frage and social and industrial justice for 
women and children. 

Just as the meeting was called to order the 
children down on the sidewalk broke out 
into the strains of ‘*‘ Everybody’s Doin’ It” 
and wound up with a lusty ‘‘O do not swear, 
O do not drink, O do not smoke or chew.” 


Older Men Enjoy Surroundings. 

Many of the older men in the audience had 
not been inside of a school building in years.

Prof Charles E. Merriam asthe first speaker. 

‘‘T am proud to be the first speaker at the 


first political meeting ever held in a public 
school building in Chicago,’’ said Prof. Mer- 


riam. “It is also the first Progressive party 
meeting held in the Twenty-ninth ward. It 
is therefore of double significance. There is 
no reason why these beautiful buildings 
should stand idle so much of the time. These 
buildings are built with the people’s money 
and the people have a right toenjoy them and 
use the halls for all sorts of neighborhood 
gatherings for the general public good. I 
congratulate you upon being the first audi- 
ence in a meeting of this kinc.”’ 

The speaker then launched into a vote get- 
ting appeal for the Progressive party.

Two Mén Wounded at Same Cor- 
ner After One Wooes Girl. 


STORY TOLD IN DELIRIUM. 


Friend Who Seeks Assailant Fired On 
Five Days Later. 


At T o'clock last night John F. Carroll was 
shot through the back at Wentworth avenue 
and Twenty-second street as he was going to 
his home, 2817 Union avenue. The would-be 
assassin escaped. Carroll was taken to the 
People's hospital, where it was said he could 
not live. 

Five days ago William Buckley was shot at 
the eame corner while on the way to his home, 
238 West Twenty-ninth place. His assailant 
escaped. He was taken to the People’s hos- 
pital, where he has remained in a five days’ 
delirium. 

The police of the Twenty-second street sta- 
tion got far enough into the mystery to find 
that both men are friends, both shot with 
bullets of the same caliber, both shot at the 
same corner, after dark in both instances, 
and stopped. 


Get Clew from Delirious Talks. 

They could géet no farther because both 
men were unconscious. No witnesses could 
be found. Apparently they were up astump. 
A reporter for THE TRIBUNE found a clew 
to the mystery last night. A two hour vigil 
at the bedsides of the wounded men brought 
snatches of the story from the weird mental 
wanderings of their delirium. 

Buckley, who had been shot through the 
lung, talked almost constantly, covering a 
myriad of subject. Carroll, whose abdomen 
had been penetrated, dwelt more on the 
actual tragedy. 

The story, pieced from delirium, is this: 
Both men are friends. Sunday night they 
went together to a dance hall at Twentp 
eecond street and Wentworth avenue. 

Buckley and Carroll were about the only 
Irishmen at the dance, the majority of the 
others being Italians and Austrians. Buck- 
ley was smitten with a young Italian girl. 
Although she had a companion of her own 
nativity she seemed toprefer Buckley. Car- 
roll danced with the girl, too. At one time 
while they were dancing Buckley said to the 
girl: : 

“Why don’t you marry a white man?” 


» Girl Cause of Shooting. 

The girl indignantly left him and told her 
escort. When Buckley and Carroll left the 
hall together two men appeared. Buckley 
recognized one of them as the sultor of the 
girl he had affronted. The two men seized 
him. Carroll pulled one of them off just as 
the other fired a revolver. Alb three fled, 
leaving Buckley In the street, 

Carroll kept away from the police, but set 
out on a hunt for his friend’s assailant on his 
own account. Every night he has hunted in 
vain. Last night he was at the same corner 
where his friend wasshot. ‘There was a flash, 
an explosion, and he fell. He did not see the 
would-be assassin. He crawled and staggered 
fully half a mile before he became uncon- 


scious. There the police found him. 


CALLS JAILER AN EX-CONVICT. 


Attorney Foos to File Charges Against | 


Arthur J. Jacobus, Accused

Charges are to be preferred against Assist- 
ant-Courte Jailer Arthur J. Jacobus by At- 
torney Samuel E. Foos, on the grounés that 
the county official is an ex-convict and he 
has been guilty of brutality to prisoners, 
Foos started his investigation at the instance 
of a client, Frank Miller, allas Otto Rietel, 
a prisoner, who alleges Jacobus beat him 
with a ‘‘ black jack.’ 

Foos locked up the prison record of Ja- 
cobus yesterday and found he had served 
one year in the penitentiary after conviction 
on a charge of highway robbery, and another 
term of fifty days in the county jail for iar- 
ceny.

Committee About Alleged 
$100,000 Gift. 


CALLS LETTERS GENUINE. 


Hilles Reiterates $3,000,000 
Story and Says Harvester 
Trust Aids Roosevelt. 


(BY A STAFT CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C, Oct. 10—[Special.]— 
John D. Archbold, who was recalled by the 
Clapp committee today, has refreshed his 
memory regarding the receipt given by Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss for the $100,000 contribution 
alleged. to have been made by the Standard 
Oil company to the Republican national cam- 
paign fund of 1904. 

Mr. Archbold now remembers that the 
receipt was destroyed prior to the death of 
H. B. Rogers, “‘ because it was a matter of 
no importance.” 

Commenting on the’destruction of the re- 
ceipt, Mr. Archbold said: 

‘It was not a thing of pleasure to look at.” 


Hilles Names Chicago Donators. 

Charles D. Hilles, chairman of the Repub- 
lican national committee and the titular head 
of the Taft campaign, folloned Mr. Arch- 
bold on the stand. He confirmed the state- 
ment regarding contributions to the Taft 
preconvention campaign made by Congress- 
man McKinley two days ago. The only ad- 
ditional! light he could give was the names of 
the men who had contributed the $12,000, 
which McKinley designated as the Chicago 
fund. 

“This money was given to Mr. McKinley 

during the Chicago convention,” he said, ‘‘ and 
the contributors were H. H. Byllesby, 
$1,000; George M. Reynolds, $500; John G. 
Shedd, $500; James A. Patten, $1,000; Max 
Hart, $250; A. G. Becker, $250; Julius Kosen- 
wald, $5,000; Joseph E. Otis, $500; Max Pam, 
$2,500; Henry Siegel, $500, and Fred 8. James, 
$100.” : : 

Mr. Hilles also charged the harvester trust 
with aiding Col. Roosevelt, reading to the 
committee a letter he has written to George 
W. Perkins on the matter. 


Archbold’s Memory Now Clear. : 
When Mr. Archbold was a witness last 
August he testified that he had been given a 
receipt for the alleged $100,000 contribution: 
by Mr. Bliss. who was at that time treasurer 
of the Republican national committee. but 


that he could not find it nor did he know.|/ 


what had become of !t. He was instructed 
to make a thorough search for the missing 
paper. \ 

Today he said his memory was perfectly 
clear. and that other cfficers of the Standard 
O!l company also remembered that it had 
been destroyed. , 

“Some time before Mr. Rogers died,” he 
swore, “‘I was going over with him a lot of 
papers and we destroyed those we thought 
were of no importance. That receipt was 
among them.’’ 

“ Have you searched the books of the com- 
pany to see if there is any record of that 
payment?’ asked Senator Pomerene. 

“ Yes, but I cannot find any record,” re- 
plied Archbold. 

“Do you mean to tell this committee that 
a payment of $100,000 was made without any 
record being mace of it?” asked Sepator 
Pomerene. “ 

“Well, you see,’ Senator. we have been 
dissolved since then, and I have no control 
over the books of any company except the 
one that I am the head of. answered the 
witness. 


Important, Eays Committee. 

“Will you put an expert accountant to work 
on the books and find that entry?’ je was 
asked. 

“Do you think it is a matter of any im- 
portance?” asked Archbold. 

The committee did think it was a matter 
of importance, and told him that the pay- 
ment of the sum had been seriously ques- 
tioned and that it had also been stated that 
if it was given. it had been refunded. 

“I tell you again that it was given, and 
I would like to see the man who says it was 
not,”’ replied the witness with vehemence, the 
color rising to his cheeks. 

“ And furthermore, it Was not returned,” 

“he added. 


Admits Hearst Letters Genuinco. 

, The authenticity of the majority of the let- 
ters recently, made public by Will'am Ran- 
doiph Hearst, purporting to have passed be- 
tween Archbold and members of the house 
and senate, was admitted by Mr. Archbold. 

Those letters of which fac-simile photo- 
graphs have been published were in al- 
most every case identified by Mr. Arch- 
bold with the statement, “I. undoubtedly 
wrote that.’’ These included letters to and 
from Senators Hanna, Foraker, Quay, and 
Penrose. and former Representatives Sibley 
of Pennsylvania and Grosvenor of Ohio. 
Many letters Mr. Archbold said he Gid not re- 
member. but he recognized handwriting and 


Signatures and admitted their genuineness. 
Mr. Archbold said the money referred to in 
some of them as having been sent to Senator 
Foraker had been for legal services in Ohio; 
that he wrote to Senator Hanna to watch 
legislative affairs there, because Mr. Hanna 
had been a life long friend, and that a con- 
tribution ¢@f $1,000 to Senator Quay had been 
entirely a political contribution, as had the 
$25,000 contribution to Senator Penrose. 

He did not know to whom Mr. Sibley had 
referred in the letter saying that a certain 
senator had requested a loan of $1,000 and 
asking if Mr. Archbold wanted ‘‘ to make 
the investment.” He said he did not send 
the $1,000, had no talk with Mr. Sibley about 
pit, and did not know to whom the state- 
mént related. “ 


Presents Four New Letters. 

Mr. Archbold presented four new letters 
that he had found as the result of a search 
of his files, the only ones, he saic, “* that had 
escaped the thieves.”" One was from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

“It is of no value, but I offer it as show- 


in 1904, at a period when he has indicated 
he considered me under the ban,’’ said Mr. 
Archbold. 

The letter is as follows: 

‘“‘White House, April 26, 1904.—My Dear 
Mr. Archbold: I amin receipt of your letter 
of the 25th, and shall carefully take up the 
name of your brother-in-law with the hope 
that I can promote him. 

‘‘ THEODORE ROOSEVELT.”’ 

The other letters and telegrams related to 
one recently mace public by Mr. Hearst, in 
which Congressman Sibley wrote Mr. Arch- 
bold that President Roosevelt was anxious 
to see him, and advising him to come to 
Washington and take luncheon with the pres- 
ident. The letters addressed to Mr. Sibley 
expressed Mr. Archbold's regret that he could 
not come, and expressed the hope that he 
bmight later visit the president. Mr. Arch- 
bold told: the committee he did not go to the 


‘ White House at that time, January, 1904. 


Says He Visited Oyster Bay. 

“Mr. Roosevelt, on the stand betore this 
committee, put me in the peculiar attitude of 
having been pdrought to luncheon with him 
im 1908 at Oyster Bay by Senator Bourne,” 
said Mr. Archbold. 

He said that on a visit to the White House, 
President Roosevelt had spoken of the re- 
turn of Mr. Archbold's daughter and eon- 
in-law from Africa. 
~ “*] must have you bring them over,’ ” the 
president said, according to Mr. Archbol, 
and the latter added that they went onthe 
day-appointed to Oyeter Bay, at the invita- 
tion of Col. Reosevelt. 

He declared it was ‘‘amazing that a man 
in Mr. Roosevelt's position would make the 
assertion that because of this contribution of 
money to Senator Penrose for campaign 
purposes, Mr. Penrose should be expelled 
‘from the senate.” 

“It is a monstrous thing to say,’ said 
Mr. Archbold. 


Hilles on $3,000,000 Story. 

Mr. Hilles, who followed Mr. Archbold on 
the stand, said that Henry W. Taft, the 
president's brother, contributed $2,000. 

** You are reported to have made state- 
ments that Col. Rocsevelt spent $2.000,000 or 
$3,000,000 contributed by the Harvester trust 
in the primary campaign. Did you make 
such statements?” asked Senator Clapp. 

“T assume the authorship for that,’’ replied 
Hilles. * 

As an explanation of what he based his 
charge on, he read into the record a cam- 
paign document in the form of a letter he 
has sent to George W. Perkins, and in which 
he reiterates his statements. In this letter 
he declares that $300,000 was spent in Ohio. 

He alleges that William Flinn spent $250,- 
000 in Pennsylvania in the face of Fiinn’s 
testimony that $144,000 was the total of his 
contributions in the stgtg and out of it. He 
also claims that $100,000.was spent in Massa- 
chusetts, despite the testimony of Matthew 
Hale, Roosé€velt leader in that state, that the 
total expenditures in the state were less than 
$60,000. 

Hilles’ 
already testified to giving $667,000 for the 
Roosevelt campaign; and that expenses in 
different states and throughout the country 
would make the total he gave.- 


“Big Sums in Fomenting Strife.” 

The letter stated that the $667,000 was 
exclusive of the money spent in a great num- 
ber of states, which are named, and in 
which Mr.*Hilles said a hard Roosevelt fight 
was made. He said that in addition, ‘‘enor- 
mous sums were spent by the Roosevelt 
management in fomenting strife and creat- 
ing nearly 200 contests in the southern states 
and in transporting the fictitious claimants 
to Chicago and paying their hotel expenses 
while there.’ 

“There was evidence on every hand,” the 
letter continued, “‘of the expenditure of large 
sums of money in Mr. Rocsevelt's behalf, 
and his pre-convention campaign expenses 
fundoubtechy amounted to not less than 
$2.009,000.°’ 

As to the assertion that “‘ harvester money 
Was used,’’ Mr. Hilles said, in his letter to 
Mr. Perkins, that the latter has been an 
active figure in the fnternational Harvester 
company. 

Continulng on Mr. Perkins’ relations to 
the harvester company, the Hilles letter says: 

‘‘ Although you have been active in the or- 
ganization of several trusts, your most dis- 
tinctive personal achievement was the 
formation of the International Harvester 
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ing the friendly attitude of Mr. Roosevelt | 


letter asserts that witnesses had | 


trust. Since its organization you have beet | 
a dominant figure in its management. You 
organized the trust in 1902): You were its 
promoter. You brought together the five 
chief manufacturers of harvesting machin- 
ery in the United States. 

‘There is no executive committee. The 
finance committee practically has absolute 
power. When the board of directors is not 
sitting, the finance committee has the power 
of that board, and when the finance commit- 
tee is not in session the chairman of‘that 
committee [yourself] has all the powers of 
the committee. To all intents and purposes, 
therefore, you have been the harvester trust. 


Says Suit Was Sidetracked. 

“In 1907, it was the purpose of the ‘gov- 
ernment to prosecute the harvester trust. 
It was quite apparent that civil and criminal 
proceedings were about to be instituted 
when you took a hand in matters, and ina 
Short time thereafter, the subject was side- 
tracked, 

“Thi inquiry by the government was be- 
gun in 1906 under the direction of Mr. Town- 
send of the department of justice, who 
recommended prosecution. On Feb. 21, 
1907, the attorney general transmitted Mr. 
Townsend's report to the United States at- 
torney at Chicago and instructed him to take 
up the matter with a view to’tke institution 
of a prosecution. 

“ Before action was taken you and Her- 
bert Knox Smith, the commissioner of cor- 
porations, went to see President Rogsevelt 
at Oyster Bay and the harvester trust was 
not prosecuted. It is a matter of record that 
Commissioner Smith stated that youtold him 
that if the harvester trust was to be attacked 
interests represented by you were going to 
fight. 

“ Thereupon Commissioner Smith wrote to 
President Roosevelt that ‘it is a very prac- 
tical question whether it is well to throw 
away now the great influence of the so called 
Morgan interests.’ During the remaining 
eighteen months of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration the harvester trust was not prose- 
cuted. 


Questions His Sincerity. 

“Senator Dixon testified that when they 
became desperately hard up ‘they always 
went back to Perkins." You do not open your 
books to show how much you have con- 
tributed or where you got ity/ Reasonable 
people will seek some motive for enormous 
depletions of a man’s private fortune for 
political purposes. The explanation that is 
made in your behalf is that you have entered 
upon the pursuit of philanthropy and that 
Mr. Roosevelt is the only man who can save 
the country and make it a fit place for you 
to rear your children in. 

“ But at the same time you have been in 
effective control of one of the most oppres- 
sive trusts this country has ever known, 
and you still cling to your connnection with 
this monopoly. Men may well doubt, there- 
fore, whether the sole motive for your po- 
litical activities is the emancipation of suf- 
fering mankind from social injustice. 

* There is a fact full of significance, name- 
ly, that the harvester trust itself is silent as 
to whether it has contributed anything. It 
permits you, however, to go on with your po- 
litical activities, and to bring its affairs con- 
spicuously into public notice. - Why does it 
do this unless it is itself interested in your 
endeavors?’’ 

How Hilles Found It Out. 

“ Have you any foundation for your state- 
ments other than those contained in this 
letter?’ asked Senator Clapp. 

“I wert around in some of the states and 
saw the advertising and the special! trains 
that Col. Roosevelt had, and I could estimate 
about what money was being spent,” replied 
Hilles. 

A. H. Plant, controller of the Southern 
railway, was a witness. He said he knew 
of no contributions to the preconvention cam- 
paigns this year and did not turn over any 
fund to Congressman Underwood's mana- 
gers before or during the Baltimore conven-

Health Commissioner Young turned his 


yesterday to gain‘an end he had been urable 
to accomplish by use of the ordinary powers 
of his office. 

Experiments in the driving force of press 
comment. he found, were having a ealu- 
| tary effect on manufacturers of “oleo- 
cream,” who were selling it as ice cream, so

“The department had filed suit against 
the Western Dairy company, 1447 Edge- 
mont avenue, for having in its possession 
milk which did not comply with the city 
standard,” says the statement, “this being 
the seventh below grade sample which had 
been taken within a comparatively short 
period. 

“The case was set for trial yesterday.

STAR WITNESS ON STAND. 


Waiter Krause Testifies That He 
Saw Auto Gang Deliberate- . 
ly Kill Gambler. 


New York, Oct. 10.—The trial of Charles 
Becker, former police lieutenant, for the 
murder of Herman Rosenthal, the gambler, 
began In earnest today. The jury was com- 
pleted with the selection of the twelfth 
juror, District Attorney Whitman made his 
opening address, and the taking of testi- 
mony began. 

The district. attorney in address at- 
tributed the murder of Rosenthal directly to 
Becker, acting through Jack Rose first and 
then through “ Big Jack” Zelig, the latter, 
while in prison. engaging the actual murder- 
ers. Becker, according to Mr, Whitman, 
coerced Zelig and the others by threats of 
“ frameups’’ that would send them to state 
prison. 


Points to Mén He Says Shot Gambler. 


Louis Krause, a waiter, was the star wit-# 


ness. He was called by the state as an eye 
witness of the murder and identified in court 
“Gyp the Blood,” ‘* Lefty Louie,” and 
“ Whitey Lewis” as the-actual slayers of 
the gambler. As to ‘‘ Dago Frank,’’ the 
fourth of the gunmen indicted for the mur- 
der, Krause was not certain, but he posi- 
tively identified Jack Sullivan, one of Beck- 
er's alleged tools, as the man who bent over 
Rosenthal’s body as it lay on the sidewalk 
in front of the Hotel Metropole. 

Although John F. McIntyre, counsel for the 
defense, spent two full hours of cross ex- 
amination, the waiter tenaciously stuck to 
his story. 

Witness Tells Murder Story. 

Krause told of having been attracted into 
Forty-third street about 2 o'clock on -the 


‘ morning of July 16, the day of the mur- 


der, by ‘ several groups of men standing in 
the street.’ In one group, he said, he saw 
** Bridgie *’ Webber and in another the three 
gunmen, who were standing near a tour- 
ing car. 

“Red Phil’’ Davidson, slayer of ‘* Big 
Jack” Zelig, the gunman, was indicted to- 
day for first degree murver. 


Woman as Witness Denies Murder. 


Mrs. Sadie Blaha, on trial before a jury in Judge 
WilMam Fenimore Cooper's court for the murder 
of Morris Sturm, took the witness stand in her own 
defense yesterday and denied guilt. Sturm was 
killed on Noy. 5, 1910, in a resort formerly owned 
by Mrs. Blaha at 1910 West Madison street by 
Martin McGarry, a bartender.

Wire Correspondence Among Some of 
the Defendants Introduced. 


Indianapolis Ind., Oct. 10.—For the first 
time since ha confessed to dynamiting Ortie 
XE. McManigal before a jury in the “ dyna- 
mite conspiracy ’, trial today, was identified 
by hotel clerks as having visited various 
cities at times when explosions occurred. 

Hi. L. Pearce, Kansas City, Mo., in the 
pages of a hotel register traced“ J. W. Me- 
Graw” as having registered at a Kansas 
City hotel Aug. 20, 1910, three days before 
McManigal blew up a portion of a $1,500,000 
bridge across the Missouri river, which, he 
says, Was arranged for by W. Bert Brown 
cf Kansas City and James B. McNamera.. 

“Do you see MoGraw in the courtroom? ” 
asked James W. Noel, special assistant dis- 
trict attorney. 

“ That's the man,” said Pearce, pointing 
to McManigal. 


Endeavor to Corroborate McManigal. | 


The line of testimony was followed by 
the government as tending to carry out Me- 
Manigal’s confession that he actually caused 
the explosions detailed in his confession and 
for which the government charges members 
of the execytive: board of the International 
Association of Bridge and Structural Iron- 
workers paid him at the rate of $200 a 
*" Job.’’ 

R. J. Quigley of Duluth, Minn., identified 
McManigal as a visitor at a Duluth hotel 
in July, 1910, shortly before an explosion at 
Superior, Wis. F. W. Gates said McManigal 
was the “J. G. Brice” who frequentby regis- 
tered at a hotel in Rochester, Pa., where 
later were discovered quantities of nitro- 
glycerin hidden in a shed. 

The activities of James B. McNamara on 
his return to Indianapolis after blowing up 
the Los Angeles Times building were algo 
traced in hotel registers. 

At the suggestion of his brother James B. 
took the name of *“ Frank Sullivan,’’ drop- 
ping all the aliases he had used on the Pa- 
cific coast. 


“Bomb” Telegrams Identified. 

Great bundies of telegrams, which were 
identified by managers of telegraph offices 
from many parts of the country, but the con- 
tents of which were withheld until later, 
were presented. 

The government attorneys announced it

BUT HOLDS POWER 


How the Young Party Got Min- | 
istry in Commonwealth 
Australia. 


BY HAVING THE BALANCE. 


Three Political Divisions in Par- 
liament, No One Being > | 
a Majority. -' 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL.D. 
SYDNEY, Australia, March 9.—The actlv- 


ities of the government of the commonwealth | 


of Australia are many sided and of inter- 
est for various reasons’ Our chief interest 
is the anrount and character of so-called in- 
dustrial and democratic or labor legislation. 

At the convention which formulated the 
federal constitution there was not a single 
labor delegate. Capitalists, says labor, re- 
joiced that they would have a parilament to 
which labor could never attain. Federal 


politics today, apart from specific remedial 
measures proposed by labor and opposed by 
capital, centers about one great issue: To 
what extent shall the powers and functions 
vested in the commonwealth parliament be 
extended and those of the states decreased? 
This is the most important single question 
before the people of Australia. 


Three Parties at First. 

At the firet federal election, 1901, Labor 
Secured sixteen seats in. the house, eight in 
the senate, of a possible seventy-five and 
thirty-six, respectively. Party lines had as 
yet scarcely been drawn. The composition 
of the machinery of “responsible govern- 
ment” always produces two parties, the 
“ins’’ and the “ outs *’—that is, the gov- 
ernment and the opposition. But in the first 
commonwealth parliament there were at 
least three parties, though the factions were 
different for different measures. There were 
free traders (really revenue tarffists), the 
protectionists, and the Labor party. Of the 
three, Labor only wasin favor of direct taxa- 
tion for revenue purposes. The‘government 
favored protéction of a revenue raising kind; 
the opposition, a tariff for revenue only. 

Labor generally throughout the first par- 
Nament, especially on the advent of the first 
Deakin ministry, supported the government. 
In the federal election of 1901 Labor secured 
twenty-five representatives and fourteen 
senators, or thirty-nine of a possible 111. 

Much to its surprise, this parliament sawa 
Labor government. Mr. Deakin realized the 
difficulty of conéucting a parliament with 
three practically equal parties taking part, 
and declared the problem was one that had 
not yet been sol¥ed fh any part of the world. 
The public demanded a coalition of two 
parties, but Mr. Deakin could not make up 
his mind which one he should take into part- 
nership. Failing to secure the adhesion of 
e‘ther, he unexpectedly resigned during the 
debate on an arbitration bill. 


Short Lived Ministry. 

After a week’s adjournment the house met 
and J. C. Watson announced that the gov- 
ernor general had intrusted: him with the 
task of forming a ministry. Mr. Deakin was 
elected leader of the Opposition. 

During the three weeks’ recess the Wat- 

-80n ministry outlined its policy. It lived 
nearly four months. 

This short lived Watson ministry has a 
¢laim to history. It was the first ministry 
formed by and in the interests of labor, which 
had risen to supreme power in parliamentary 
government under the British flag by purely 
constitutional means. 

“It was further,’ says Turner, “ an object 
lesson to every champion of social equality 
that the cause no longer needed the old time 
method of bloody revolution.” 

It was the first time a minister had calmly 
accepted the responsibility of forming a gov- 
ernment with a hopeless minority of follow- 
ers and & scant promise of aid from the dom- 
inant majority. True. Mr. Deakin had prom 


ised labor every consideration and fair play. 
“The fact neéeverthéless reiiained that Mr. 
Watson, with a following of but twenty-elx 
men, undertook the government, in a house 
of seventy-five. 


Ex-Premier Unassuming. 

...Mr. Watson, is a well known figure in Syd- 
ney, You would never suspect he had been 
premier of the commonwealth of Australia. 
Why? Because he looks so unassuming. 
Yet to sit down in front of him and hear him 
talk is to realize that when Mr. Watson re- 
tired from active federal politics recently in 
order to devote all his time and energy to 
his party and his cause by starting a first 
claes daily newspaper which would adequate- 
ly represent news and labor, Australian poli- 
tics lost one of its sanest, cleanest, and most 
‘wholesome leaders. i 

_ Mr. Watson was @ man of 36 years when he 
~headed the fedéral government; he had been 
a printer on a daily paper in Sydney and for 
some,years a member of the New South 
Wales pariiament. ‘So’ faithfully had he 
looked after the propaganda of the Labor 
party that he was elected to the first federal 
pariiament as recognized leader of their in- 
terests. 

Turner, the historian of Australian parlia- 
reentary government—and he certainly is not 
biased in favor of labor—characterizes Mr.

Beaten by.Arbitration Bill. 


The prophets declared Mr. Watson's minis- 
try would promptly succumb through inex- 
perience and incapacity. ‘‘ It did suffer from 

.the polished invective of Mr. Deakin, the cut- 
ting sarcasm of Mr. Reid, and the sledge- 
hammer denunciations of Mr. Smith, but the 
thunder of the captains and the shouting did 
not bring about the fall of the citadel.”” 

At last the two opposing camps united ina 
real opposition and in an amendment on the 
pending arbitration bill. limiting the unre- 
stricted preference to unionists to those who 
could prove to the court that they really rep- 
sented the industry concerned. Mr. Watson 
secured a majority of but two, and he asked 
for a dissolution. 

There succeeded the so-called Reid-Mac- 
Lean ministry, aiso short lived and pretty 
generally impotent. It passed one little act, 
the sea carriage of goods act, though what It 
lacked in legislation it made up for in length 
of recess. Mr. Deakin came back to office 
in 1905. His return was made possible by an 
alliance between the Liberals and a section 
of the Labor party which had remained true 
to him. 

By the conditions of this famous alliance 
each party was to retain its separate identity;

members who agrees to these articles may, 
subject to the approval of both parties, be 
admitted to the alliance. | 


Platform of the Alliance. 

The alliance, of course, had a platform; It 
is only necessary to call the roll of its planks 
to recognize the strength of united labor. 
Thus there were to be bills for conciliation 
and arbitration, an electoral bill, anti-trust 
legislation, tobacco monopoly, fron bonus 
bill, standing committee on trade, commerce 
and agriculture, old age pensions, and legis- 
lation—to develop Australia’s resources; to 
preserve and encourage Australian indus- 
tries, primary and secondary; to secure fair 
conditions of labor for all engaged in every 
form of industrial labor or employment, and 
to advance their condition of well-being with- 
out distinction of class afd status. 

Meanwhile came the elections of 1906 at 
which labor secured twenty-seven repre- 
sentatives and sixteen senators. Mr. Dea- 
kin’s government now had fifteen seats, the 
direct opposition twenty-one, and a nonde- 
script opposition eleven. In other words. 
labor was In the saddle as far as numbers 
were concerned, and though it did not con- 
trol the ministry, {t was largely master of 
the situation, because of the influence it could 
bring to bear on the Deakin ministry, which 
cculd not have lived a day without labor’s 
support. Labor felt the {illogical situation 
keenly; its dissatisfaction came to a climax 
and it resolved to break with Mr. Deakin, 
whom it decided it could no longer support. 
Mr. Deakin was succeeded by Mr. Fisher, 
who formed the seventh federal ministry,

Explain Great Britain’s Stand. 

“In informing the United States of Great 
Britain's intention to address a communi- 
cation' to Washington when the Panama 
canal bill had been received and consid- 
ered,” replied Sir Edward Grey, “ the for- 
‘eign office added that should there be even- 
tually a difference between the two coum 
tries in regard tothe Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
which could not be settled by other means, 
Great Britain would ask that it be referred 
to arbitration.” 

Replying to a further question as to whether 
he had seen a statement made by President 
Taft that the British representations had 
been made tardily, Sir Edward Grey sald 
he had not seen it and would be glad to 
know its date, because the bill did not pass 
in its final form until toward the end of 
August. 

Immediately the British foreign office knew 
that the bill had passed, he said, it stated 
that it would consider the measure in its 
final form and then ,make representations, 


Makes Reply After Bill’s Passage. 

Great Britain had expressed its view of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty while the Panama 
canal bill was in progress, but it was im- 
possible to make a final communication in 
regard to the bill which was then being 
shaped. 

Great Britain therefore stated that it would 
address a further communication to Wash- 
ington when the bill had taken its final 
form ¢nd after it had been considered by the 
British government. 

Replying to a question by Arthur Lee, a 
Unionist member, as to whether Great Brit- 
ain would postpone its representations un- 
til after the presidential election, Sir Ed- 
ward Grey said that it would require con- 
siderable time, but was not dependent on 
the internal affairs of the United States.

Distinctions of Religion Permitted by

PARIS, Oct. 10.—Premier Poincare today 
declined to intervene with Russia at the re- 
quest of the League of the’ Rights of Man 
in'an attempt to obtain improved passport 
facilities for French Jews desiring to enter 
Russia. In a long letter addressed to 
Francis de Pressense, president of the league, 
he says: waer 

“ However desirable would be ‘a liberal 
modification of the traditional Russian 
régime, Russian national sentiment would 
revolt against foreign pressure designed to 
bring about an amelioration. 


' Cites United States’ Protest. 

“The complete check experienced by the 
government of the United States, which was 
followed by the denunciation of the Russian 
treaty of commerce, makes any attempt of 
this nature clearly inopportune. 

M. Poincare pointa out that while the 
French law proclaims equality for all citi- 
zens without distinction of religious belief, 
the Russian law, which is based on the exist- 
ence of a state religion, is inspired with a 
different principle and creates distinctions 
of that nature. 

Not Violation of. Treaties, 

He says an examination of the treaties 
shows that Russia never intended to grant 
preferential privileges to foreigners irre~ 
spective of their religion, which it denies to 
its'own subjects. 

The premier concludes: “It cannot be 
argued that Russia has violated the treaties, 
which merely provide in general that French 
citizens, Christian or Islaelite, shall always 
obtain the same privileges as are accorded 
to citizens of any other nation. Wnder this 
condition I can only decline intervention 
which would be without use and without 
object.”’

Electric Lamp Trust Action. 

Another combination of manufacturers 
broken up by proceedings under the Sherman 
law was the electric lamf trust, consisting 
of the General Electric company, the West- 
inghouse Electric and Manufacturing com- 
pany, the National Electric Lamp company, 
ancia dozen subsidiaries. 

This combination, which was dominated 
by the General Electric company, controlled 
the price of incandescent electric lamps and 
was found to have violated the Sherman law 
by a system of contracts and agreements 
under which competition was suppressed. 

The department of justice instituted equity 
proceedings for the digsolution of the com- 
bine on March 8, 1911, anc: last October the 
defendants admitted vielation of the law and 
submitted to a degree dissolving the com- 
bination. ; 

The National Electric Lamp company and 
the dozen or more subsidiaries which had 
been controlled secretly by the General Blec- 
tric were dissolved and the latter was en- 
joined from continuing the objectionable 
contracts and agreements for the sale of 
lamps. 

The breaking up of the combine, however, 
does not appear to have brought about any 
lowering of prices to the consumer, although 
it was shown in the government's investiga- 
tion that every person who purchased incan- 
descent lamps paid at least 2 cents a lamp 
more than he should have paid had there 
been actual and honest competition. 

Regular filament carbon lamps are man- 
ufactured no longer under the patents, which 
have expired: There has been no change in 
the price on these lamps since the dissolution 
of the combine. 


Mazda Lamp Price Lower. 

On the other hand the price of Mazda 
lamps, which are controlled by a patent, hae 
decreased slightly. The profit on the Mazda 
under the protection of the patent is many 
times larger than that on the unprotected 
lamp. The manufacturers are pushing the 
sale of the Mazda, whith is represented as 
immeasurably superior to the ordinary fila- 
ment carbon, and it is expected that tn time 
the Mazda will supplant the regular lamp 
entirely. ; 

It was shown by the government investiga- 
tion that the General Electric fixed the price 
at which the dealer was required to sell the 
lamps to the public. No Mazda or other pat- 
ented lamps were sold to dealers unless the 
dealers purchased the regular or unpatented 
lamps from the combine instead of from in- 
dependent manufacturers. 

An intricate system of discounts also ex- 
isted by means of which the sale of the pat- 
ented lamps was boosted. If a dealer vio- 
laied any of the terms/imposed on him by 
the combine he found himself unable to pro- 
cure any of the goods exclusively manufac- 
tured by the trust.

More “independent” advertising by In- 
ternational Harvester company subsidiaries 
Was submitted in evidence at yesterday's 
hearing of the government's dissolution suit 
against the company.

Funk, general manager of Harvester, pres- 
ent at the hearings, laughed at one of the 
aAvertisements submitted by Edwin P. 
Grosvenor, special assistant to the attorney 
general. 

The advertisement, taken from’a farm 
journal, represented a mouse capering over 
a coffin, and was labeled ‘“‘ Better a live mouse 
than a dead schoolmaster.” H. B. Utley, 
manager of the Harvester purchasing de- 
partment and former head of the Keystone 
company of Sterling, the advertiser, admitted 
the mouse represented the Keystone, and the 
coffin the D. M. Osborne company. 


Calling Kettle Black. 

The purport of the advertisement was a 
réduke to the Osborne company for being 
absorbed by the ‘‘ trust.’’ It wasat that time 
just leaking out that the firm which had been 
advertising its independence had in reality 
been an International subsidiary for nearly 
two years. 3 

It now develops that when the Keystone 
company issued this advertisement it, too, 
had been an International subsidiary for 
several months. 

Mr. Grosvenor brought admissions from 
Mr. Utley that during this same period letters 
to retail dealers had denied the truth of 
statements that the absorption had taken 
place.

Silas J. Llewellyn, head of the Interstate 
Iron and Steel and the Chicago Malleable 
Castings companies, and former vice presi- 
dent of the Plano company, one of the orig- 
inal constituents of the International, testi- 
fied to his trips to New York and conferences 
with George W. Perkins prior to the con- 
solidation. 


FOR FARMERS’ CREDIT SYSTEM. 


President Invites Governors of States 
to Confer with Him on the 
Project. 


Washington, D. C.;, Oct. 10.—[Special.]—For 
the purpose of discussing proposed uniform 
legislation by the various states looking to 
the establishment in this country of an agri- 
cultural credit system for the American 
farmer, President Taft has invited the gov- 
ernors of all the states to meet him at the 
White House next December. 

At the president's direction diplomatic 
officers of the government abroad have in- 
vestigated the farmers’ credit systems adopt- 
ed in European countries, and from reports 
already received he believes similar insti- 
tutions might well be founded in the United 
States for the purpose of financing the 
farmer. 

In a letter written to the governors the 
president declares the adoption of-such a 
system of agricultural! credit as he proposes 
to submit to them and. to congregs in De- 
cember will mean besides cheaper loans for 
farmers greater productivity at less cost 
from the farms now under cultivation and 
the development of new farm lands. 


L. J. Coffey Granted Jury Trial. 


Lawrence J. Coffey, county commissioner, was 
granted a jury trial, set for next Thursday, by 
Municipal Judge Wells when he was arraigned yes- 
terday charged with refusing to comply with the 
orders of a traffic policeman. He was arrested 
on Sept. 80 for defying 2 policeman to halt his 
auto.

GRAIN TARIFF SUSPENDED. 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
Balks Plan of C., M. & St. P. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 10.—A flat charge 
for all packages, whatever their contents 
and whatever the distance of transportation, 
was advocated by James L. Cowles, secre- 
tary of the Postal Progress league, upon the 
resumption today of the express rate hear- 
ing before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 

Mr, Cowles said the. American Express 
company at present was carrying parcels 
from Europe up to eleven pounds weight at 
a rate of 27 cents to any part of the United 
States. He believed that such services could 
be given to the people of this country at a 
profit to the carriers, provided their business 
wes managed efficiently. 

The atatements today covered a wide range 
of views, various representatives of shippers 
occupying most of the time’ 

The commission ordered the suspension of 
tariffs of the Chicago, Milwaukee and S8t. 
Paul railway, which proposed increased rates 
on miiletseed, flax, wheat, flour, corn, rye, 
and barley from -northwestern points to 
destinations im Illinois and Wisconsin. The 
tariffs, to have become effective Oct. 12, 
were suspended until the commission shal! 
have had opportunity to investigate them. 
The commission permitted the Chicago and 
Northwestern railread to withdraw tariffs 
proposing like advances in rates. 


WILL RUSH NEWSPAPER SUIT. 


Government to Aid in Getting Early 
Decision as to Validity of Pub- 
licity Law. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 10.—Every effort 
will be made by the government to factli- 
tate consideration of the injunction proceed- 
ings begun by the New York Journal of 
Commerce to restrain the enforcement of the 
newspaper publicity law. 

‘I have requested Attorney General Wick- 
ersham,’’ said Postmaster General Hitchcock 
today, ‘‘to expedite the suit in every possi- 
ble way in the interest of the publications 
“as well as of the government. 

** Personally, I have’ waived the lack of 
jurisdiction of the New York courts over a 
cabinet officer. No merely technical legal 
obstacles will be laid in the way of the pro- 
ceeding.”’

U. S. Ceasing to Be ‘‘Melting Pot.’ 

The United States is ceasing to be a “maelt- 
ing pot" for all nationalities. The most active 
agents against this tendency to cosmopolitan- 
ism are the socialists. 

These assertions were made yesterday by 
Prof. Zhitlowsky, who addressed the University 
of Chicago Sociology club in Harper Memorial 
library. 

‘The professor said that by fighting against 
the “melting pot” the socialists are undermin- 
ing the most redeeming feature about the 
American democracy. He declared they former- 
ly were in favor of immigration, but now are 
opposing it because of a fallacy regarding 
economic conditions, 

The speaker attacked the American school 
system by stating that “like sausage facto- 
ries, the schools every year turn out thousands 
of students who are all alike." 

“American teachers should pay more atten- 
tion to the culture of their pupils,” he said. 
“If they do not the dominant idea of the future 
generations will be the quest for dollars. (Cyl- 
ture will wane and the race will become degen- 
erate. The incoming of Germans who know 
their Goethe, Schiller, and Kant, and the 
Frenchmen, who know their Montaigne, Balzac, 
and Moliére, has the effect of elevating the 
masses of this country. Stop that incoming 
and your legislators and leaders in every 
branch of activity will be illiterate and uncu]l- 
tured.”

N Open Letter to J. Adam Bede and John 
Maynard Harlan. 

Gentlemen—We understand you are fol- 
lowing the trail of the Bull Moose mak- 
ing speeches to counteract his influence 

on the electorate. From what we have heard, 
boys, your act is not going very well. It’s a 
‘wood act, but somehow you don't seem to be 
able to get by with it. Your stuff don’t get 
over and we want to help you strengthen your 
act so when you play in our town the critics 
will all give you a good notice 

Boys, you must brace your act up. It needs 
ginger, boys, plenty of ginger. You are doing 
too much old stuff and not getting enough 
laughs. Boys, boys, you are certainly new 
to the business or you would know that if an 
act nowadays isn’t full of laughs, it simply 
will not get over. If your stuff falls flat now, 
kill it and put on an entirely new act. And 
put in the laughs: O, you must get in the 
laughs. 

We're surprised at you, Adam, because you 
used to be known as the biggest cutup in con- 
gress and John, O John, why John, your 
friends back here in Chicago think you’re just 
as funny as you can be. Now, why in thé 
world don’t you get some good comedy line 
into your sketch? 

If you'll pardon a suggestion, boys, I'll give 
you some ideas on how to rewrite your sketch 
Now, when you 
come out on the stage, walk right down to the 
footlights and, Adam, you must carry a folded 
newspaper with which to beat you, John, over 
the head. An audience always thinks this is 
funny. 

We have written a sketch which we are send- 
ing to you with full directions to the stage 
manager as to how to put it on. You must 
start off this way: You two come out together 
and walk down to the footlights while the or- 
‘chestra plays something lively like “Gold Dust 
Twins Two Step” or “Hurrah, Hurrah, My 
Father Is Going to Be Hung.”

Begin your act with a smart lot of patter 
something like this:

Cut off foots and borders and throw 
on red’ lights when Harlan sings song describ- 
ing the horrors that will overtake country if 
the colonel is elected. At cue words, “But 
who will save you from this horrible cata- 
clysm?” cut out reds and throw on white foots 
and borders and spot lights, dim at first, in- 
creasing slowly, reaching full at cue words, 
“Z will.” 

MUSIC PLOT. Any light music. Play 
“Gold Dust Twins” when Bede and Harlan 
come on stage and “They Always Pick on Me” 
during dialogue, changing to “ Good-by, Every- 
body’”’ when Harlan describes Roosevelt as em- 
peror aitd the country all gone to ruin, changing 
to something lively like “ Heaven Will Protect 
the Working Girl” for exit and finish of sketch.

Reading a Paes at a Glance. 


The power of apprehension by vision varies 
greatly in different persons, even- in such a sim- 
ple act as the enumeration of different objects. 
Most of us can tell, for instance, whether in a 
group of dots on a paper there are four or five, 
without counting them, but if in a larger group 
we were asked to tell whether there were twen- 
ty-filve or twenty-six, we should have to count. 
And yet there are authentic cases on record 
where a person was able to recognize the num- 
ber of as many as sixty objects, merely by 
glancing at the group. 

The child of old had to spell out his words, 
letter by letter; if trained by modern methods 
he recognizes each. word without spelling it 
Most of us read by taking in several words at a 
time. But the record seems to be held by @ 
case reported in The Journal of the American 
Medical association by Dr. George M, Gould, in 
which a man could actually take in a whole 
page of print without reading it, a few words 
at a time, in the usual way.

BLACKMAILED A. L. ERLANGER. 


William T. Jerome Charges Counsel for 
Woman Threatened to Expose Rela- 
tionship Between Couple. 

New York, Oct. 10.—[Special.]—William T. 
Jerome told a jury in the Supreme court to- 
day that he will prove Max D. Steuer, as 
counsel for Edith St. Clair, actress, forced 
Abraham L. Erlanger to sign an agreement 
under which she was to get $23500 a year for 
ten years under a threat to expose his friend- 
ship for her at a time when Mr. Erlanger’s 
wife, who had not yet started divorce pro- 
ceedings against him, was rejurning from 
Europe. 

The case on trial is to collect one of the 
$2,500 installments which Mr. Erlanger quit 
paying after his wife had divorced him. 

Mr. Jerome in stating his case to the jury 
@gaid that in 1903 Mr. Erlanger made an oral 
agreement to pay Miss St., Clair $75 a week 
for life. In 1909 Mr. Steuer went to Erlanger, 
Mr. Jereme said, and inthe presence of Klaw 
said he wanted money for Miss St. Clair and 
that it would be to Erlanger's interest to set- 
tle. Erlanger replied that he was under no 
obligation to Miss St. Clair, and Steuer re- 
plied that if she told herstory it would affect 
Mr. Erlanger's business reputation and his 
whole life. 

Mr. Jerome said that Erlanger replied. 
“This is blackmail,”” and that Mr. Steuer 
answered: ‘ Yes, it is; but it is the best we 
can do.”

IN CO-OPERATION TRADING. 


Wisconsin Official] Studies Conditions in 
European Countries and Would Apply 
Them in United States. 


Madison, Wis., Oct. 10.—That a sav ing of 
$225,000,000 could be made to the consumers 
and producers of the farm produce of this 
country through codéperative buying and sell- 
ing is the opinion of John. Sinclair of tne 
Wisconsin legation reference library. 

Mr. Sinclair was sent by the Wisconsin 
State board of public affairs England, 
Denmark, and other European fountries in 
which codperative marketing has succeeded. 
to study the methods followed there and to 
determine whether these would be applicable 
to Wisconsin conditions. 

The farm produce of this country is worth 
about $9,000,000,000, and assuming that half 
of this represents the cost of marketing 
under the present system Mr. Sinclair esti- 
mates that at least 5 per cent of the other 
half could be saved by the producers having 
their own cotbperative managers and sales 
agents. This would mean a net gain to the 
people of $225,000,000. 

And the experience of cotperators in Ire- 
land and Denmark, as told in Mr. Sinclair’s 
report, is that many times Sper cent could pe 
saved.
